cedent part of that verſe , by which he might plainly have ſeen 
his miſtake / the wiſe King ſpeaking there of life and death) 
he made rhis pablick replicacion, fitſt by an interrogation, whe-+ 
ether his reproyer did hear him give that interpretation of ir ? 
to which having received a poſitive affirmation. , becauſe he had

Act at the fame time declared himſelf to be 
a beaſt, and that God did oftentimes ſpeak through ſuck beaſts ;

| acknowledged that God had ſpake through Ba/aams Aſs. What 


is there wanting now to the Completion of the Characters of 
Deceivers ; Doth he not deny the only Lord, and our Lord Jeſma 
Cbriſi: Doth he not bring in damnable. Here ſiesꝰ Even demying the 
Lord that bought us, |< var upon himſelf ſwiſt deſtruttion ? 
Is he not Antichriſtian,in exalting himſelf above al that is called 
God, ot that is worſhipped as God, ſitting in the Temple of Gd, 
ſhewing himſelf that bes God?

At Wyebridge houſe in Hereford, being diſcipling his azudirott 
to 2 very gteat height of whimſy ; he pointing to a ſilvet Beer- 
Bowl ſtanding on the Tabſe, ſaid, that that was God to bim: (I 


believe he ſpake truth before he was aware of it) yet his baſes. 


neſs was preat, in comparing the great Creator of Heaven and 


Earth, to vile, contemptibſe and corruptible things, ſilver and 


Gold : Theſe dlaſphemies are not the tenth not the hundtedtih 
part of what he hath practiſed his profane mouth wirhall ; yet 
enough to ſtartle any one from _ either belief or confi- 
dence in him, or in bis Doctrine; ſtill he proceeds gaping after 
filthy lucre, and plots now to get into ſome publike place, be- 
cauſe he knew all people would in a ſhort time grow weary of 
him : for that by his familiſtical carriages be ſeemed co diſcover 
his rotten heart, plainly diſcovering he turned the Grace of God 
into wantonneſs, manifeſting that heis one of thoſe filthydreamers 
that defile the fleſh , and who walk after their own xngodly luſts ; 
he began to diſtill by circumlocutions ; ſuch things that but to 
name were aſhame ; community of goods and women, was 2 
thing very conſiſtent to his zealous Breeches, ſaying that he had 
4 propriety in another maus wife, as alſo in his goods ; this feared 
not he openly to avow before divers Gentlemen, Minifters,and 
others at Fredwardine, which how like his future carriages it 
was, and how neceſſiry for his practiſe, you hall hear 
anon. 

He now practiſes his deceits at Worceſter, where for his 
Doctrine and life aftet ſome (mall time, he was juſtly ſpued out; 
the abominations of which 1 (hall reſerve for z particular Tret- 
tiſe, becanſe I would not have this of Hereford-/bire (well too 
big ; that of Worceſter having another variety of blaſphemy 
and hult in it. 

And being caſt out there, he would try his fortune with 
Lieutenant Colonel YVroth Rogers, Governor of the Caltie of 
Hereford, becauſe he was reſolved he would try all means of get- 
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ting himſelf into ſome place for gain z and procuring him ſelf 
ioto an intimacy with the ſaid Governor, ( as it is no hard matter 
for any flatrerer or fawner ) the Governor was reſolved to get 
him into places and preferment ; firſt then he gets into the greac 
Guns of the Caſtle ; and for my part I ſhould have thought he 
would have fitted the Morter piece for a ſhell , becauſe of his 
emptineſs; and for a Granado allo, for I believe there is not a 

reater incendiary happened into civil ſociety; but now he pra- 
tiſes the Mathematicks, and meaſures out his ware by the length 
8 his gilded hilced Rapier, ſtrutting in 8 Souldier · lixe poſture, 
or a (curvy Matroſs of che Caſtle, like 2 Crow in a Gutter ; 
owning himſelf a Mathematician , and declaring bis greateff 
lexrning conſiſted in the knowledge of the Mathematicks ; 
(but thas Wat by hu favor in taking the dimenſions and length of 
men and womens feet, ſo as he might from 4 miſerable Preacher, 
turn s Mathematical paraſite) but for his skill. I have reaſon to 
believe, he was not guilty of much, nor ſo much as to make him 
a Gunner, yet here he ſtayes, diſparting the ſmall fire-Drakes of 
his errongous dreggs, and begins with much devotion to leave 


bis old courfes of blaſphemy, becauſe they had left him;

other midaight works, that he began (hrewdly to be ſuſpeRted 
there, if not detected, at leaſtwiſe much difteliſbed 5 making 
good what the Apoſtle warns us of : #ots and blemiſbes they 
arts /perting themſelves wit h their own deceivings,v bile they feaſt 
Wh you, having eyes full ef udbitery, and that cannot tenſe from

But chat you may alſo ſee of what generation of people his 
Church conſiſts, following the example of th:ir Paſtor, (though 
I am confident many of them are truly Godly , and fuch ſeeing 
his miſdemeanors 2nd wickedneſſcs, dodaily deſert him, and be» 
ing diſcovered, will all leave him) but ſuch who plette them» 
ſelves ia their trade of ſinning. will glory in their Cloak, de- 
lighting co make Religion 2 covert for their baſeneſe, of which 
ſore ure £wo of bis Chucch, John Davis's Taylor , and Anne 
Madax 4 School-miſtreſs, both neer neighbors at! Areſlaud in 
this County of Hereford : this /ſobn Davis was husband ton 
C 3 woman 
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woman ſimply honeſt, who perſwaded his wiic to it Anne 
Madox to lye with them (her houſe being cloſe by) there they 
dye all night, and in the morning very „Davis perſwades 
tvs wife to riſe and go to the Bake-houſe , for to diſpatch her 
affairs there; which ſhe (poor woman) very readily conſented 
unto ; and left her hesband and e one Made faſt aſleep toge · 
ther ; ( nay further, you muſt believe that there they lay with - 
out waking four hours together, or you ſhall be none of Dela- 
mains Church) the wife knowing no hurt in the thing, divul- 
geth it at the Bake-houſe to her ne igbbors, by which means it 
came fo publick, and was ſo plain, that divers and the wife having 
her eyes opened, complained of it, the witneſſet proved it, 
notwithſtanding the Governor of Hereford his threatning of 
them, to fine them one hundred pownds ; yet I ſay it was proved; 
now were the Governor and Delamain put rotheir ſhifts, to 
cover this ſpij I wantonneſs ; and truly it was = poor ſhift; 
for Iſaac we,  , one of the prolecntors and witneſſes, being 
ſeduced by tl. promiſes or threats, pretends, that as he as 
going in the proſecution of this buſinefs, he had ſeen in 2 viſion 
at Canon-peon,an Angel or Spirit, who told him, rhat.aſthough 


Jobs Davizand Anne Madax lay commonly together, yt they 


did not ſo mueh as kiſs one another, &c. I hope you cannot chaſe 
but believe it, with miracle and all: theſe are, or lately were of 
Delamains Church, to the pablick (ſhame and reproach of all 
congregated and gathered Churches in the Nation : but here 
ut 44, like Prieſt , lite people; He hath allo perſwaded this his 
Church, under the Title of we the Godly, to ſet their hands to 
papers, being certificates againſt ſome honeſt man or other that 
took notice of his villanics ; which certificates they had not the 
liberty either to ſee, read, or know the ſubſtance of; but 
aſſured them that they were for the glory of God, and good of 
the Gedly, 

During this time, our luſty Prieſt had but a foot Souldicrs 
Pay and-a Canoniers, and he found it was not fufficient ; he 
-was provided therefore by the Governor, of many other pretty 
mulets and portions, for if:thote two former would not do, 
he ſhall be a Muſter-maſter and pay-maſter,a Cletk ot I roopet

in the ty Troop ; ſo that you may now behold him a 
double ced Mirmidon , having 2 great command both in 
horſe and foot; and truly there was great occaſion for it, be» 
cauſe he was a Godly man, and it was good ta engage ſuch an 
one to our party, for that the Scots were coming towards u- 
ceſter, ſor which pay he kept inteiligence with our dear Brother 
Colonel James,, (one of Major General Harriſons valiant 
Croneys ) and let a furious party on Malvern hills know that 
the Governor of Forceſter, Colonel James, was fixedly reſol- 
ved in his Canon proof armor, with his ſword out drawn, beg 
ing ſo fearſuſ, and with that fear beſide himſelf, that he could not 
ſtir; for atcempting to have run away on the other fade Severn, 
be found the Dcaw-vridge fo ſtroagly faſtned chat hindred 
his deſign, and put him into a great amazement +, and can you 
blame him ? for Ile aflure you, the Scors were within 15 or 16 
miles, and how ugly the High» Landers looked in their plades, 
would have amazed any one that could not have preached chem 
away : but at that very place our Heree offered the Hereford aſ- 
liſtance,which Colonel James refuſed, and 1 think wiſely too 3 
for he had men enough to run away withal. 

But theſe military places were not the things zymed at, be- 
cauſe they were ſubj:&t ro matation ; therefore it would do 
well to have ſomething that might bring in an annual gain; and 
truly che Militia of the County of Hereford, having teſolved 
themſelves into a Committee, upon ſerious deliberation, for his 
military atchievements, gave him the chree pariſhes of A- 
mondſtree, little Hereford,and Lowgtown ; but becauſe he could 
not reccive Tiches in point of tenderneſs of conſcience , He 
procures Mrs. %. of Aymona(iree to receive them, and give him 
the money, (he being his dry nurſe, and fed him wich filver 
ſpoons, for his ſpititual food to her, and for making her Son (a 
pretty boy) a Juſtice of the peace for the County, which was 
a place, wich Hereford Husbandry, that will (for all your laugh» 
ing) bring in meat, drink, and clothes. 

For Longtows, he had ſome dealing with an honeſt Taylor, 
with his pati coloured beard, who not pleaſuring him wich an 


enpected ſumme, ſeiaed on his hotſe, or threa:ned to ſeize 
him;

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him ; but whether be did, or only threatned, he by it forced 
the poor man to condeſcend to his demands, notwithſtanding he 
ſhewed him how he had been at shout thirty ſhillings charges; 
which he would by no means allow the man; according to what 
S. Peter foretels of ſuch: That through covetnonſneſs, they with

greth not, and their danmation ſlumbreth not: but this that he 
received was not Tithes, it was but Tithe- money: and what 
made alſo much for him, was the conveniency of the Pariſhes 
rogether, that ſo having undertaken the cure , with ſuch facility 
he might provide for them; I believe there was not one of them 


within 8 miles of the other, and ſome furcher diſtant :+ but not 


content with theſe 3 he c ciſeth bus heart with covetows pra- 
Riſes, running gy eedily ter the way of Baltam for reward : and 
labors to get added ro theſe, the Pariſh of Pembridge, by the 
Wages of tmiquity, p:omiſing one Rich, Byrd one hundred 
pounds, if he would bring ſufficient marter to out the incum- 
bent, and ptoſecutes the deſign vigorouſly,having already by his 
cruſt ro his potent friends, ſwallowed it, yet miſled of it: this 
ptactiſe up and down he continued till the year 1652. when by 
che aſſiſtance of his party and friends, he procures himſelf, into 
the room of Mr. Smith, into the Minſter Church of Hereford ; 
(one that was a Godly ſincere plain dealing man, bur diſturbed 
ih his Pulpit by the Souldiers of the Garriſon, and frighte@ 
away ) to which place the Parliament had ſettled and con- 
tinued to three Miniſters, 150. pounds a yeur on each; now you 
would think that he ſhould have had enough , having wrigled 
himſelf into this place; but ſuch was his greedineſs of filthy 
lucte, that with thu he keeps che other Pariſhes,- till he was 
ſhamed out of them: yet notwithſtanding the Governor (bis 
great friend) being called up to the new Parliament (keeping 
bim(clf all that time in the Government of the Caſtle of Here- 
ford ) improves his intereſt with his friends., helping him not 
only to his Fathers arrears; but alſo roche! Minſtets Salary, for 
that very time as he had kept the ſorena med Pariſhes in his own 
hands (and this Io by the Governors knowledge, by which 
you perceive they prefer their own private inteteſt before che 


publick) 
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-Publick;) arid not being able to endure to have but one employ- 


ment or benefice, by the ſame means he was got into the maſter- 
ſhip of che Hoſpital, and Thompſons gift; in which two chari- 
table places, he behaved himſelf ſo unworthily , that he is be- 
come the common talk and curſe of che poor ; he ray les up 
an antient, undenyable,and unqueſtionable way, for watering 
in the Caſtle dicch to the City: inſtead of giving to ten or 
twelve poor people cloth for cloathes, according to their uſe , 
at half a crown a yard, he ſearched over all the City, and found 
4 parcel of cloth at ſixteen pence a yard, which he bought, and 
wherewith he cloathed them; ſo you may perceive he will rob 
the Spittle, rather then miſs of his purpoſe for gain; the Go- 
vernor after procures an Order for Mr, Yoyle, one of the Mini» 
ſters of Hereford,and Delamain,to attend the ſervice of preach- 
ing in the City; which when once Delamain had got, he 
uſurped the principal place, (the Minſter) to himſelf , though 
ſecond in the order; then what work did he make with the relt 
of the miniſters, forbidding them to preach ; charging the 
Sextons of the Churches, not co open the doors or ring a Bell 
without his permiſsion ; ſcarce giving way to Mr. Primroſe to 
give his Pariſh of S. Nicholas notice of the Order, or take his 
leave of thoſe people to whom he had preached many years : 
laboured to hinder Mr. Low from preaching at one of the 
Churches chat day on which he had accuſtomed co ſtay in the 
City for breaking of bread. And whereas for the ſuperviſing 
the raparatioas of che Minſter, it was referred by the Com- 
mittee for plundred Miniſters, to Captain 7 ay/or, and Mr. Tho- 
m Seaborn : becauſe he found not Captain Taylor at all in- 
eſinable to comply with his defigned plots, he and the Gover- 
nor cauſes Seabors to certific an untruch to the Committee, that 
Captain Taylor had Country imployments,and ſo could not in- 
tend this work, upon which were ordered an addicion of the 
Governor and Captain Maſon; whereas the quattel was, that 
Captain Taylor would have done that work grata, and the Go- 
vernor was privy to it alſo, which might have been prejudicial to 
Delamain: deſigns, for he was reſolved nothing ſhould ſcape 


him, but be would have a finger in it, and be intended to flay 
h D fliats, 
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flints, rather then miſs of the ſweetneſs of getting; and if 
Captain Taylor bad (layed in equal ttuſt, how could Seaborn, that 
ſold ſo many Bells for this work; have gone on ſo mertily with 
his gettings, or get ſo much as to become a Purchaſer ; or how 
could they have given De/amain the power of ſuperviſing beſides 
their order, they themſelves being but Deputies ? which imploy- 
ments (as we have lately named them unto you) cauſed him to 


ſurcenſe the Tueſdays Lecture at the Minſter ; which for mary 
| years bad been continued, for being ſpoken unto to continue 


them, he anſwered, that the bulineſs of Saint Etbhelbert Hol 
pical did cake up ſo much of his time, that he could not at- 
— it, by which mean it hath been long diſconti- 
nue d. 

That was not the only trouble neither, his ſurveying the 
works of the Minſter, of which he reckons himſelf parochial 
Paſtor, ( but that muſt then be by ſome inviſeble order ) and 
where he orders all things to his own whimſical will and plea» 
ſure, the referrees being but ſervants to his orders; and there 
makes ſo many baubles and fooleries, with ſo great an expence 
of the Pariſh money, that it is admirable : (hews his ſpice and 
malice agaioft all to whom he was difaffeed, turns them out of 
their ſears, falls upon Colonel Birches ſear, pulls it down, takes 
away and converts the materials to other purpoſes, breaks open 
the lock of Captain Taylors ſeat door, and altets it, without re- 
ſtoring him the key, proclaims in his Pulpit, that thoſe that er- 
pect ſears mult come to him, turns out the Sextons, cauſeth al- 
moſt a total akeration in the feats and alleys of the Church, 
painting figures and letters upon the doors of the ſeati, and to 


' {hew his skill in the Mathematicks, beſtows the fign Taws:, 
with the horns towards tho Pulpit ,, upon the Governors ſeat, - 


Gemini upon the Maiar and Adermens; Aries upon the Off- 
cers of the Ciſtle, and the Governors attendanti; which learn» 
ing he got out of an Ephemers and diſcourſe of the elevation 

the Pole, long ſince imagined by Sir 7 howas oder Cante/npo, 
who lay intombed in Hereferd,a0d whoſe fountiam or yetrraw 


bath been long immerged, undar the watery region of the Caſtle 


fink ; and thus. doth he abuſe his chiefeſt friends, rather then 
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not innure himſelf to his reſolyed practice and trade of abuſes ; 


his ſqueazy ſtomack hath chroughly digeſted Tythes, and the 
calling of the Miniſtry now : and one would think him a much 
altered man, but that being taxed for his former opinions and 
courſe of life, he declares, be « the ſame man ſtill ; and this he 
hath done lately, which alſo compared with ſome lace Socinian 
fliſhes, will make the mutter clear and indabicable, and are fre- 
quent to the diligent obſervers, 

Oa pu 25. i653. ut Alballowrin che City of Hereford, 
ſpeaking of changes wrought in a m at bis converſion, ſaid, 
that then his Soul is made a Spiric;(thu & pretty ) further alledg- 
ing the Col. 1. 20. to prove the gathering together into one perſon 
Chrif# ; he expounded all chings in he tven to be God, and all 
things upon carch, Man, ( Galilaus and Copernicus their concerts 
were toyes to theſe knick knacks) and adds, that wicked men 


can caſt out Devils, but not Beelzebwb , che Prince of Devils, 


out of the 7. of Marth. it is againlt his libetty to preach the 
Tueſdays Lectuces, but not to preach funeral Sermons to com- 
mend che dead, and pray over them, to ſing over them in the 
Church, and che fame Palm as heretofore in Cathedrals 
was authematically uſed , and after allthceaten the Sexcons for 
the moutaiag - borrowed - Pulpit · clonth, as his fee : this was his 
liberty : ſo alſo was x ChriftmaG Sermon out of Biſhop -A-

Dyke; nay, Cauſiau nnd Drexelixe the Jeluices muſt not ſcape 
him, and yet choagh he hach a gear memory ( Which © h,

but ſuch as have acall both from God and men, and the call 
from men to be by the Officers of the Church, viſibly, and nor 
long after confutes himſelf again; but tis his liberty: he de- 
clates he is ordained: à huge altered man; and it may beſo; 
( for inimitation of it, he hath the happineſs bimſelf to do many 
things band over head.) but I call him altered and reformed, be- 
— he hath heretofore publicly declared in theſe words, 7 
am no Miniſter, nor never will be, I know no cauſe why any 
man ſhould : but to our ſtory he doth not only ſay himſelf or- 
dained, but ſent to London Jobs C arnons to be ordained for his 
leavings at little Hereford, becauſe he himſelf the father had gor 
great Hereford; this is he whom he calls his Son Timothy; or ta- 
ther Oneſimus in the firſt vellom, ( volumn I ſhould have ſaid ; ) 
becauſe of his running away from his maſter , and leaving his 
trade of 2 Glover, to draw on the Kid-skin of diffimulation, 
by a ſeeming care and zeal of converſion of pelts :. this young 
boy he ſent to be ordained, that ſo he might have an eaſier trade 
to live on, then by ſtitching : and can you blame him; for fol- 
lowing this counſel ; being not for his liberty to ſtay with his 
maſter, working on the week dayes , writing Sermons on the 
Lords dayes, and then to repeat them at _ Oh I this was 
irkſom and tireſom to his render griſtles ; but becauſe that the 
Law my not proceed againſt him, the Governor of the Caltle 
mult liſt him 2 Souldier there, and keep him to bis ſewing 
till he become fie for the Miniſtry : Here is brave juggle- 
ing, brave Garriſon, brave Governor, brave Prieſts, 
brave people, brave maintainers of Law, Liberty and.

You might now think that our deceiver- and famili/m bad 
ſhaken hands and parted, but that you have heard chat hy — 
eclare 
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declare to divers, that be i the ſame man — would he have 
labored to have ſet thoſe in the tight path, whom he bath ſedu- 
ced, and have at leaſt made publick his leaving his own erroni- 
ous wayes : and how ſadly this ſhews, let any Chriſtian judge, 
that thoſe whom he hath infected with his le proſie and ſcurf of 
herefic ; thoſe who by his means have left the good old wayes and 
pathes, wherein they walked, in ſpight of all the ſcorns and de- 
riſions of the world ; thoſe that for the teſtimony of a good 
conſcience have ſuffered from friends and enemies, from relati- 
ons and acquaintance ; that they (hould lye ſl:eping -with the 
ſoporiferous opium of his. inchanting dregs of error; having 


allured with great ſwelling words of vanity through the luſts o. 


the fleſh, dc. thoſe that were clean eſcaped from: them; who 
live inerror, while they promiſe them liberty, they themſelves 
are the ſervants of corruption, and how fad ic is for ſuch who 
have eſcaped the pollution of the world , through the know- 
ledge of Chriſt, to be again intangled and overcome: to ſuch 
the latter end is worſe then the beginning, and it had been 
better for them never to have known the wayes of righteouſ- 
neſs, then after they have known them, to turn from the holy 
commandment , like the dog to his vomit, and the Sow to her 
wallowing in the mire : if he had any ſenſe or feeling of the 
miſerable condition he hath drawn them into , if there were 
any — of his own wayes, if himſelf were converted, 
ſure he could not ſuffer ſuch as theſe aforementioned to con- 
tinue in thoſe dangerous courſes; but ſhould labor to beat down 
the ſtrong holds of ſin and Satan, to unfold the myſteries of 
error, to ſttengthen thoſe that are in the tight · way, to bring 
back thoſe that ate in the wrong, to undeceive thoſe that he 
hath ſeduced, which being often preſſed unto and roſuchfram 
whom he. hath formerly received the food for his belly, the 
rayment for his back, he hath refuſed to go to them ; ( becan/e 
he is the ſame man ſtill ) wanting Chriſtian compaſſion to ſave 
others with fear, pulling them out of the fire that he bath led 
them into, ſetting himſelf molt ungratefully agaioſt chaſe fami- 
lyes who have offered moR civilities to him, and from whom he 


hath received the greateſt ingagements ; but he is ſa wedded — ä 
. & thu . 
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this preſent world, that be negleRs friends, engagements , cis 
vilities, and all things that may term him man, to enjoy it : mo- 
ney that he borrowed to buy a ſaite of cloaths in his neceſſity, 
he refuſes to pay in his plenty and abundance ; returns of bu- 
manity he ungratefully detains from the family at BredWardine, 
and particularly from one of chat family who hath ſtood up for 
bim; which paſſage (hall be the laſt in this Treatiſe , as being 
the moſt tranſcendent for villany and detraction of all; but yer 
it is no mitvail, for ſince he denyes God, what feat is there leſt 
in him, when he ſolemnly invokes God by an oath ? to beat 
falſe witneſs can be no trouble to his conſcience, when he be · 
lieves neithet a heaven nor an hell. 

The time (that you may perceive whether he be an altered 
and reform:d man or no) was no longer ago then Septensb. 6. 
165 3. at Gloceſter, Captain Maſon having fcandalouſly abuſed 
Captain Taylor by Acrticles cxhibired againſt him in Haber- 
daſberi· Hall, for refuling to comply with him in the deceiving 
of his truſt, contrary to his oath, and not being able to prove 
any one, though in the attempt the witnefles much forſwore 
themſelves, yet that there might be ſome what found in the da- 
poſitions, more then in the Articles; they the accaſecrs and privy 
proſecutors, having in writing drawn up the depoſicions , and 
worded them for the witneſſes ; which Delamain not appro» 
ving, becauſe they lacked ſomewhae of venom that he would 
have had inſerted againſt Captain Taylor , wich his own hand 
mended and inſerted many words, which the witnaſſes were to 
ſwear ; cauſing many of them to own ſuch terms and words in 
their oaths, as they (poor people) could noe underſtand ; but 
that you may ſee he would not be behinde himſelf in fach aa 
aRion as he puts others upon, have patience to read his oath, ay 
ir was by himſelf framed in writing, and returned to Haber. 
daſorri-Hall , where it now lies atteſted and ſubſcribed with his 
own hand. 
| — Delamain, (worn — — the _ At- 
ticle agai ain Taylor, de poſeth ich, chat the Soul- 
diers in the — of Hereford , upon Munday and Tueſday 
che 3. and 4, of Jaun, 1653, were neceſficaced to keep all 
to 
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to their arms , by reaſon of a convention of Papiſts and De- 
linquents then in the City of Hereford , occaſioned by a Muſick- 
meet ing, appointed by Captain Tyler: and whereas it was ex- 
pected, that he would have extenuated and mitigated the too 
too poſitive ſenſe, by thoſe croſs examinations upon inte rroga- 
rories exhibited by Captain Taylor; being demanded whether 
he knew them Papiſts and Delinquents , and deſited to name 
them ; it was beyond his ability, he could not name any of 
them, nor did he prove any of chem to be Papiſts or Delin- 
ents ; but gives his paſſion vent, and diſchargeth ſuch a Tor- 
rent of choller, ſwearing the ſecond time, That the Souldiery of 
the Garriſon of * Hereſord were neceſſitated to ſtand to their army, 
wpon ect aſiom of a CMuſick-meeting of Papiſts and Delinquents , 
by Captain Taylors —_—_— : and further adds, ( as under his 
own hand is in the office to be ſeen) that he doth nat know of any of 
the honeſt party be doth either converſe or keep company With; (tas 
1 very large): but hete he ſwears himſelf,the Governor, Captain 
M aſon, and the reſt of his own party knaves; for I am credibly 
informed, Captain Taylor kept not company more with any, 
then with them; and with them by much too much, as by their 
unhandſome undermining and juggling with him did appear. 
But I pray you obſerve the firſt part of his firſt oath ? that the 
Souldiers of the Garriſon of Hereford were (on ſuch a time) 
neceſ1ttated to keep all to theit arms, by reaſon of a convention 
of Papiſts — occafioned by a muſick: meeting, ap-

Souldiers, ind 
of whom Delamain (wears they were all neceſſitated to keep

have been a great help tome in the management of this ſmall 
tract, and it may be a remora to the whole, (if he had done it 
effectually.) I have contented my ſelf with theſe few paſſages, 
inceſpeR of the multitude of his Prevarications, becauſe that 
I have chroughly informed my ſelf of the real truth of them, 
from honeſt Godly perſons of that County, who bad ſe-
